And the worst 
CTA bus route is ... 

The third annual Rotten Route contest to determine the worst CTA 
bus route was a squeaker. 

After much deliberation, the No. 156 -LaSalle bus was crowned the 
winner. The bus, which travels weekdays between Belmont Avenue and 
Halsted Street in Lakeview to Harrison and Desplaines Streets on the 
Near West Side, logged 1.2 million rides from January through June. 

“This bus is like Russian roulette as far as I am concerned,” Ebony 
Daley, 27, of Old Town wrote to “Going Public.” “This bus doesn’t only 
come in twos, it has come five at a time and four of those not even 
stopping because they have no more room.” 

The CTA blames bus bunching on what it calls “big gaps” of ser- 
vice— when intervals between buses are greater than either double the 
scheduled distance between buses or 15 minutes, whichever is greater. 

The CTA said it has seen dramatic reductions in the number of big 
gaps, thanks in part to Bus Tracker, which recently was expanded to 
cover all routes except those that service special events. 

Bus bunching was the No. 1 complaint of riders who submitted nom- 
inations for the Rotten Route contest. Because the race was tighter 
than the No. 147-Outer Drive Express during morning rush hour, “GP” 
took a look at the other buses purportedly in contention for the Route 
of All Evil. 

Route: No. 22-Clark 

Rides: 3.8 million rides from January through June 
» “Because of the bunching problem, buses pull over to space them- 
selves apart and purposely wait for traffic lights to turn red,” wrote Phil 
Amato, 44, of Lakeview 

Route: No. 36-Broadway 

Rides: 2.9 million rides from January through June 
» “While riding the bus, we will sit at light after light because peo- 
ple have no idea how to board quickly,” wrote Bill Schutte, 26, of 
Wrigleyville. 

Route: No. 72-North 

Rides: 2.7 million rides from January through June 

»“It could use an express bus and should run later than 1 a.m. ,” wrote 

Chris Foresman, 33, of Humboldt Park. 

Route: No. 81-Lawrence 

Rides: 2.3 million rides from January through June 

»“This route has some of the worst bus bunching Pve ever seen,” wrote 

Doug Bastianelli, 43, of Uptown.

Man charged with hacking into CTA radio system 


The FBI has arrested a 20-year-old man who repeat- 
edly broke into CTA radio channels and tried to pass 
himself off as a rail official, authorities said Monday. 

Marcel Carter of Chicago is charged with know- 
ingly interfering with a dispatcher or driver of a 
mass transportation vehicle. His transmissions 
began in June 2008, and in June and July of this 
year, he allegedly made 300 unauthorized trans- 


missions, according to a criminal complaint. 

Carter allegedly gave false directions to trains, 
sometimes imitating workers at the CTA control 
center. Carter was arrested Friday after he and his 
brother allegedly tried to collect a reward for turn- 
ing in a stolen CTA radio, and a CTA employee rec- 
ognized his voice. He allegedly made an admission 
to Chicago Police, authorities said, tribune 


Passenger dies after SUV is rammed by minivan 


One of eight people injured in an SUV that was 
rammed by a minvan over the weekend died Monday 
afternoon. The Cook County medical examiner’s 
office said Stephanie Herrera, 18, of Northlake, was 
pronounced dead at 3:30 p.m. at Mt. Sinai Hospital 
in Chicago. Herrera was in an SUV full of friends on 


the West Side early Saturday morning when a minivan 
suddenly slowed when passing them, then made a U- 
turn and rammed the SUV, causing it to roll over and 
injuring everyone inside, prosecutors said. 

Two of the passengers remain in critical condition 
with severe head trauma. 


The driver of the van— Shalimar Santiago, 27, of 
the 3200 block of West North Avenue— was not hurt. 
Santiago was charged with eight counts of aggravated 
battery over the weekend, but charges were expected 
to be upgraded because of Herrera’s death. His bail 
was set at $500,000 on Monday tribune

Google CEO off Apple board 


Google CEO Eric Schmidt is resigning from 
Apple’s board of directors as the Internet 
search leader increasingly develops products 
that compete with Apple’s core businesses, 
including the iPhone. 

Apple said Monday that Schmidt would 
have had to recuse himself from large por- 
tions of the company’s board meetings to 
avoid potential conflicts of interest. 

“Therefore, we have mutually decided 
that now is the right time for Eric to resign 
his position on Apple’s Board,” Apple CEO 


Steve Jobs said in a statement. 

Schmidt had been on Apple’s board since 
August 2006. His resignation comes as the 
Federal Trade Commission is looking into 
whether Google’s common ties with Apple 
might discourage competition. 

Google’s Android operating system is used 
in mobile devices that compete with Apple’s 
iPhone. And Google is developing a free 
operating system based on its Web browser, 
Chrome, a potential rival to Apple’s Safari, 
which runs on Macs and Windows. 


Google has recently turned its 2007 acqui- 
sition of GrandCentral into Google Voice, 
which assigns a unique phone number to 
each user and lets the user direct calls to that 
number to any other phone line. 

Relationships between the two compa- 
nies haven’t always been smooth. On Friday, 
the Federal Communications Commission 
sent letters to Apple and Google— as well 
as AT&T— seeking more information on 
Apple’s rejection of Google Voice’s applica- 
tion for the iPhone.

Tight spot 


Greg Olsen replaces Desmond Clark as Bears’ 
starting TE, but the change is made smoothly

BOURBONNAIS Out came the call for the 
No. i offense Monday to huddle up for 
the start of full-team drills. Tight end 
Desmond Clark stayed on the sidelines. 

He won’t deny it was an odd place to be. 

“It is tough to deal with inside, at first, 
but then when you look at it, I still have 
a big role in this offense,” Clark said after 
practice at Olivet Nazarene. 

True, but that role as the backup still will 
take some adjustment for Clark, who has 
started more games at his position since he 
joined the Bears in 2003 (92) than anybody 
in the league not named Tony Gonzalez. 
Barring injury, Clark’s streak of 67 straight 
starts will end Sept. 13 when Greg Olsen 
starts against the Packers. 

That makes Clark the only Bears veter- 
an to lose his starting spot without really 
getting the chance to keep it. In an under- 
the-radar move, the decision was made 
before camp began without a fight— or 
complaint. 

“I know it’s not easy, but Dez’s reaction 
was the true definition of team player,” 
Olsen said. 

Both tight ends agree Clark still will play 
a significant number of snaps due to the 
Bears’ tendency to use two-tight end for- 
mations. But starting still matters to pro 
athletes, no matter what they say 


“You would have liked to have a battle 
to see the best person win, but that wasn’t 
the case,” said Clark, 32. “Crying and whin- 
ing about it is not going to do much. I’m 
not a young guy in the league to say ‘I don’t 
like this, so I’m going to try to finagle my 
way out of the situation.’ So I might as well 
make the best of it.” 

Olsen is a wide receiver trapped in a 
tight end’s body with the work ethic of 
a yeoman. He has Pro Bowl potential 
that quarterback Jay Cutler will help him 
approach, due in part to a rapport Clark 
noted in his blog. 

“Over the course of the last few months 
I have taken notice of a certain chemis- 
try between Jay Cutler and Greg Olsen 
and think that it’s something good in the 
making there,” Clark wrote on 2009bears. 
blogspot.com. 

“I look at Greg as a Pro Bowl-caliber 
starting tight end in this league, and that 
made it easier to deal with than if he was 
a first-rounder and they were just trying 
to get him in the lineup because of that,” 
Clark said. 

That was the reaction coach Lovie Smith 
anticipated after he informed Clark. 

“It says what type of guy Dez is,” Smith 
said. “Real pros handle it that way, espe- 
cially when you have a special player in 
Greg Olsen.”

If Cubs manager Lou Piniella knew Sunday what he knew 
on Monday, he probably wouldn’t have used Kevin Gregg 
in the ninth inning of the finale of the Marlins series. 

“He has a little bit of a tired arm,” Piniella admitted 
before Monday night’s game. “No pain in any particular 
area, but just aching. What I’m going to do is talk to him, 
and if that’s the case, we can stay away from him. We’ve 
got to know it beforehand.” 

Gregg threw 38 pitches on Saturday when he gave up 
three two-out runs to send the game into extra innings. 
On Sunday he retired the first batter he faced before giv- 
ing up the game-tying and game-winning home runs on 
back-to-back pitches. 

Piniella said Gregg told the Cubs he was able to pitch. 

“Closers basically take a lot of responsibility, and they 
feel, and rightfully so, that they can pitch through any- 
thing,” Piniella said.

“That was the quickest ending I’d ever seen. That 
was good morning, good afternoon and good night.

Dana Kessler Weiss is a self-described “recovering possessionista.”The avid shopper and stay-at-home mom 
lovingly pores over celeb photos online, craving the hottest fashions worn by the likes of Cameron Diaz, 
Angelina Jolie, Lauren Conrad and the current “Bachelorette” Jillian Harris. 


But discipline requires that Kessler Weiss abstain from high- 
priced purchases, at least for now, she said: “With this economy, 
it just doesn’t make sense.” 

She’s not alone. Apparel shopping— or purchases of items 
from swimwear to jeans— is down by approximately 7 percent 
this year over the same time period in 2008, according to recent 
statistics from consumer research firm The NPD Group. 

Still, Kessler Weiss isn’t going out without a fashion fight. 
The 32-year-old said she now spends approximately four hours 
a day searching for, and recreating, the hottest Hollywood looks, 
scouring both Web sites and the racks of discount retailers from 
Forever 21 to Target. Then, she blogs about it to share with 
friends and a growing fan base. 

“It all started with me ... making note of what I would buy if I 
had unlimited funds,” Kessler Weiss said of her now- 6 -month- 
old blog, tightenyourbelt.blogspot.com. “The site started as a 
fashion brain dump for me and my friends, but it’s evolved.” 

Evolved, indeed. Kessler Weiss said she fields approximately 
200 e-mails a day from blog devotees dying for her to recre- 
ate looks from Reese Witherspoon, Katie Holmes and others. 
These days, she even has the help of some celebrity stylists, 
including that of this season’s “Bachelorette,” Jillian Harris, to 
help track down the more elusive fashions. 

Local fashion-focused blogs, like Kessler Weiss’, could be the 
last front in the battle to be trendy while watching your wal- 
let. Targeted bargain hunting— shopping online for deals and 
hitting H&M, Forever 21 and Target— is another way to look 
Gisele-good for less. 

Another wardrobe warrior, Poor Little Rich Girls site co- 
founder Noelle Provencial, advocates for such stores but pledged 
her allegiance to vintage shopping. 

“Consignment is great because you can get the top brands 
without the top price,” said 26 -year-old Provencial, who lives in 
Bucktown and favors stores Cynthia’s Consignments and Lenny 
& Me. “You just have to put in the time.”

site. DuFour, 30, said his style mostly is inspired by musicians 
that he profiles on his music site: urchicago.com.
